404 
The m otion prevailed by a vote of 21 ayes to 13 
noca.

Mr. Lakoford presented a protest from depositors 
in savings banks against double taxation of de­ 
posits. 
Mr. Glascock presented a protest from sixty-two 
citizens against Senate Bill No. 188 
Mr. W est presented a petition from citizens 
relative to pensions.

REPORTS. 
Mr. T raylor, from the Committee on Finance, 
reported back Senate Bill No. 341—An Act for the 
relief of Joseph Solomon—with the recommendation 
th at it be indefinitely po-*tponed ; also, w ithout rec­ 
omm endation Senate Bills Nos. 13, 14, 15,16,17,18, 
64 and 65. 
Mr. B u rt, from the Committee on Public Morals, 
reported hack favorably Assembly No. 97—An Act 
to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquors in the 
State Capitol building. 
Mr. Johnston, from the Committee on Swamp 
and Overflowed Lands, rej»orted back favorably 
Senate Bill No. 328; also reported hack favorably 
from a m ajority of th at committee Senate Bill No. 
368. 
INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 
Bills were introduced, read first tim e at length 
and referred as follows : 
By Mr. H itte ll—An Act to amend Section 1369 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to adm inistra­ 
tors. Committee on Judiciary. 
By Mr. Lampson—An Act to provide for the 
managem ent of the Yoaeraite Valley and the Mari­ 
posa Big Tree Grove. 
Committee on Public, 
Swamp and Overflowed Lands. 


TIIK REVENUE BILL. 
On motion of Mr. J o h n s o n the Senate took up out 
of order Assembly Bill No. 404—An Act to amend 
Sections 3607, 3617, 3627, 3628, 3629, 3639, 3634, 
3G40, 3643, 3650, 3651, 3652, 3663, 3673, 3678, 3679, 
3717, 3730, 3752, 3756, 3839, and 3861, and to repeal 
Sections 3680 and 3687 of an Act entitled “ An Act 
to establish a Political Code,” approved March 12, 
187*2, relating to revenue, and to add two new sec­ 
tions, nundtered 3664 and 3665 (by the m inority of 
Jo iu t Committee oil oeveuue and Taxation). 
Mr. S e a r s moved to recom m it the bill to the 
Chairman • f the Committee on 
Finance, 
with 
so cia l instructions to insert the following amend­ 
m ent to Section 5, line 6, priuted bill, after the 
word “ March 
“ Except mouey deposited in sav­ 
ings and loan corporations organized under the laws 
of this State." 
That part of Section 5 reads as follows: “ He 
m ust exact from each person a statem ent, undrr 
oath, setting forth specifically all the real and per­ 
sonal property owned by such person, or in his pos­ 
session, or under his coutrol, at twelve o’clock m. on 
the first Monday in March.” 
Mr. P a r d k k sp<*ke earnestly in favor of the mo­ 
tion. 
He exhibited a petition signed by 2,500 fe­ 
male depositors in savings banks ; on< ther signed 
by 4,900 depositors in San Francisco, Alameda and 
Contra Costa ; and another sigued by 5,000 depos­ 
itors in counties around the bay, protesting against 
the double taxation of deposits. 
Mr. West opposed the motion, and held th at the 
petitions were instigated from behind the counters 
of the banks th at have hitherto escaped taxation. 
Mr. G lascock said th at he had exam ned the |>e- 
titions and found many names in the same hand­ 
writing. 
Mr. Zuck opposed the motion and adhered to his 
form er position. 
He said th at the petitions were 
headed by a false statcpient, and th at was th at the 
bill proposed double taxation. 
Mr. Chase opposed th e motion. 
He thought the 
State would be better off w ithout any savings banks, 
and they ought to be abolished. 
Mr. K a n e opposed the m o t io n . 
He had received 
no petitions from his constituents. • The banking 
institutions of Ban Francisco were thieving in stitu ­ 
tions. 
He was will ng to pay on his deposit In the 
savings bank, in order t • make the rich men pay, 
too. 
Mr. Ryan m ovca to amend the am endm ent bv 
adding thereto the words “ and otherwise assessed.’’ 
Mr. S ears accepted ihe am endm ent. 
The motion was lost by the following vote : 
Ayes—Baker, B urt, Brown, Carlock, 
Cheney, 
Davis, Dickinson, George, H ittell, Hudson, Johnson, 
Johnston, Neumann, Nye, Pardee, ltyan, bears, 
Tray lor, W atson—19. 
Noes—Anderson, Chase, Conger, Knps, Glascock, 
Gorman, Harlan, Hill, 
Kane, Kelly, 
Lampoon, 
Langford, Moreland, Nelson, Pool, Rowell, Satler- 
white, Wendell. W tst, Z uck—20. 
Mr. Baker moved to recom m it the bill to the 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance, with spc 
cud instructions t • strike out Section 8 as amen cd, 
and insert the following: 
“ 3610. Corporations, 
associations, 
and 
joint 
stock companies, having their principal place of 
business in this state, shall be assessed with the full 
cash value of their capital stock, after deducting 
therefrom the value of «11 property assessed to 
them in this State or elsewhere of which such cap­ 
ital stock is the representative, and such capital 
stock shall not be assessed to the individual owners 
thereof. The owners or holders of capital stock in 
corporations, associations or joint stock conqtamcs 
whose principal place of business is not w ithin tins 
btate mus be individually assessed for such stock, 
and the assessable value of each share of stock 
shall be ascertained by taking from the full cash 
value of the entire capital stock the value of all 
property assessed to such coiporation, association or 
joint stock company in this M ate or elsjwhere and 
dividing the rem ainder by the entire num ber of 
shares into which its capital stock is divided ; pro­ 
vided, th at in order to obtain such reduction the 
owner of such stock n ust produce t > the Assessor 
a certificate of the am ount of the property of the 
corporation, association or jo in t stock company.” 
The amended Section 8, as it stood, was as follows : 
11 3640. Each person, firm or corporation, owning or 
having in his or its possession any of the shares of 
th t capital stock of any corporation, association or 
joiut stock 
company, shall be assessed there­ 
upon. 
If the corporation, association or joint 
stock comwtny, I as its principal place of busi­ 
ness in this State, the assessable value of each share 
of its stock shall be ascertained by taking from the 
m arket value of its entire capital the value of all 
property nssessed to it, and dividing the rem ainder 
by th e entire num ber of shares into which its capi­ 
tal stuck is divided. 
The owner or holder of capital 
stock in corjiorations, ass ociations and joint stock 
companies, whose principal place of business is not 
w ithin the State, m ust be individually assessed for 
such stock. 
Shareholders, in the statem ent required 
by Section 3629 of this Code, shall specify the num ­ 
ber of shares of stock held by them , and the name 
of the corporation. The owner of shares of stock 
to be entitle to the deduction provided for in this 
section m ust produce to the Assessor a certificate of 
the assessm ent of the property of the corporation, 
association or joint stock company.” 
Mr. B a k e r urged his motion at length, holding 
th at the amended section, as it stood, was incom­ 
plete and improper. 
Mr. S attk rw ih tk opposed the am endm ent. 
Mr. Sfars could not *ee enough In the am end­ 
m ent to justify the Senate in recommitting th e bill. 
Mr 
N eumann believed th a t the am endm ent 
ought to be adopted, or the bill voted down. 
He 
heid the bill as it stood to be double taxation. 
Mr. Conokr opposed the am eoum ent. There was 
no double taxation in th a t section. 
Mr. J ottkson opposed the am endm ent, as he could 
not understand it. 
Mr. W endkll also opposed the motion. 
H e was 
in favor of th e scctiou as it came from the Assem­ 
bly, bu t did not want to delay the bill by recom­ 
m ittal. 
Mr. Baker’s am endm ent was lost by a vote of 9 
ayes to 24 noes. 
’ Pending consideration of the bill, the Senate took 
the usual recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled a t 1:30 F. M ., w ith Presi­ 
dent Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and quorum present. 
The Senate resum ed consideration of Assembly 
Bill No. 404. 
The Secretary read the bill a third tim e at length. 
On motion of Mr. Morkland, a call of the house 
was ordered. 
The roll was called and all the members found 
present. 
THE BILL PASSED. 
The roll was called on the passage of the bill, and 
it was passed by tke following r o te : 
Ayes— Anderson, Burt, Chase, Conger, Davis, 
Enos, Glascock, Gorman, Harlan. Hill, Johnson, 
Kane, KeUy, Lampoon, Langford, Moreland, Nelson, 
Pool, Rowell, Ryan, Satterw bite, Sears, Wendell, 
West, Zuck—25.

Mr. Johnson had changed his vote from " n o ” to 
" aye,” and gave notice of a motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill passed. 


SPECIAL ORDER— INSOLVENCY. 
On motion of Mr. D a v is , consideration of Senate 
Bill No. 399—the education bill—was postponed un­ 
til Thursday mornimr at 10:30. 
The Senate then took up Senate Bill No. 131—an 
Act for th e relief of insolvent debtors, for the pro­ 
tection of creditors, and for the punishm ent of fraud­ 
ulent debtors (by Mr. Dickinson). 
v 
The question came on the motion of Mr. Sattkr- 
wiiite, th at the bill be indefinitely postponed. 
- The motion was lost by a vote of 6 ayes to 31 
noes. 
The Secretary read the bill a third tim e at length, 
and it was passed by a vote.of 29 ayes to 7 noes.

The Senate took up Senate Biil No. 188—An Act 
to regulate fire, m arine and inland insurance com ­ 
panies transacting business in this State (by Mr. 
Johubon). 
Mr. W ¿sid e l l m o v ed to reco m m it th e b ill w ith in ­ 
str u c tio n s to str ik e o u t th e w ord s “ $400,000,” an d 
in ser t " $ 3 0 0 ,0 0 0 .” 


Mr. R tax moved to am end by m ai'L 
it $200 OuO. 
Mr. S p a r s moved to am end the 
1■» “ 
to add to Section 11 the follow ing: " Vro\ lde“ ; 
no m arine or inland insurance companies 
under the laws of any M ate or country form, 
the United S 'ates shall write on any one risk a » 
. 
exceeding 10 per cent, of its paid-up capital w ithe 
L 
likewise reinsuring the excess above 10 per cent.” 
Mr. JoiINEOX strongly opposed the aniem knsnt 
offered by Mr. Ryan. 
He said th at an effort was 
being made on the p art of some “ wild-cat ” com 
panics to rob the bill of its vitality. 
A deposit of 
8200,000 Would be of comparati ely no value. 
Mr. R yan urged his am endm ent. 
T henext Legis­ 
lature could raise the am ount if it was deemed ad­ 
visable. 
Mr. Z u c k favored the bill in its present form, oe- 
C»u.«e he believed it to be a good m easure, and be­ 
cause it w t' reported favorably by the Committee 
on Corporations, after a very thorough and search­ 
ing investigation. 
He thoaght the deposit princi­ 
ple in the original bill would have made it still bet­ 
ter. 
He was iu favor of at least 9400,000, and be­ 
lieved $500,000 would be better, 
tom e companies 
m ight leave the Mate, but companies that were do­ 
ing business on a less capital than $400,000 ought to 
go. This bill was not to favor local companies, but 
to ¡(Moran ee security. 
He said th at the rates wero 
lower in this State when we had a depo-it law 
than they were when we did not. 
T hat was a part 
of the history of insurance iu this State. 
Mr. Chasr held ibat the people of the Slate re­ 
quired a law that would guarantee security in in­ 
surance and at the same tim e leave them competir 
tiou. 
He would vote for the bill if the $300,000 
am endm ent was adopted. 
H e thought th at high 
enough. 
Mr. Wendell took the same ground. 
There were 
many good features ill the bill, especially the income 
tux on foreign companies. 
He did uol believe it 
would drive out any good companies. 
Mr. Kane agreed with Mr. Johnson about the in­ 
fluence being brought to bear upon this bill, and 
said there was pressure on both sides. 
He believtd 
in the principle of “ live and let live.” 
He favored 
Mr. Ryan’s am endm ent. 
The bill without it would 
send up rates. 
He believed they were all honest 
companies and ought to be allowed to com pete for 
bu«ines% 
Mr. J o h n s o n again opposed the Ryan am endm ent, 
and read the m inority rej»ort favoring $500,000. 
Mr. Ryan again spoke in favor of his am endm ent. 
Out of seven local companies there w re three that 
ha i only $200,000 deimsited. 
No more ought to be 
asked of foreign companies. 
Mr. S e a r s said (hat the bill a* heretofore amended 
had been agre d upon among the insurance people. 
The committee did not know of any objection to it 
until the dispatoh was received from certain com pa­ 
nies protesting against it. 
He hoped th at whatever 
am ount of capital stock was required the bill would 
pass. 
He thought $300,000 about the right figure. 
The bill would bring the Slate about .$60,000 in 
taxes. 
Mr. IIill favored the $300,000 am endm ent as be­ 
ing the nearest right. 
Mr. F a ld e e believed the bill would be injurious 
to the industrial classes of the ¡State. 
He would 
never vote or rai¿e his voice to drive capital from 
the State. 
He wished he could cause five hundred 
insurance companies to come into the State with 
$200,000 capital stock each. 
He believed it would 
be a great benefit to th e State. 
If this bill passed it 
would drive forty out of the eighty compauics now 
in th e State out of the State. 
It would not ieavo 
sufficient capital here to insure the property of the 
State and give it security, i t would be beneficial to 
the S tat j to keep all the compauies it has and try 
and induce more to come. 
Mr. J ohnson said th at if these companies left it 
would leave $60,000,000 of insurance mouey in the 
State. 
Mr. J ohnston opposed the Ryan am endm ent. The 
bill did not orive out capital. 
I t only compelled 
men who wished to do business here to have capital 
to do it on. 
Jt was to bring c ipital in the State. 
Mr. W atson believed th at there was no necessity 
for the passage of this law. There was no com­ 
plaint against the Insurance companies. He favored 
th»; Ryan amendment. 
Mr. Enos favored the Ryan am endm ent and was 
opposed to driving out of the State these foreign 
companies. 
He hail received peetitinns day after 
day denouncing this bill. 
If this bill passed the 
rates would be higher. 
I t would simply m ake a 
monopoly for the local companies. 
There was in 
San Francisco a company having only $300,000 cap­ 
ital stock and $400,000 assets, which was carrying 
risks to the a-nount of $21,000,000. 
He cited the 
fires iu Chicago and Boston as illustrating the sound­ 
ness of the foreign companies. 
He favored the bill 
f r its income-tax clause. 
No other State in the 
Union required more than $200,000 of ]>aid up cap­ 
ital stock 
He coukl see no reason for changing 
the law in this respect. 
Mr. Rvau’s am endm ent was lost by a vote of 18 
ayes to 19 noes. 
Mr. W endell's am endm ent was adopted by a vote 
of 21 ayes to 16 noes. 
Mr. Sea ’* am endm ent was adopted, and the bill 
recom m itted with those instructions.

Such a 
course never was intended. There is a higher course 
of study, and the studies arc- more thorough in the 
high schools all over the ¡State than in the State 
Normal School. The Superintendent of Public In­ 
struction says himself 
th at the curriculum of 
the high schools is higher than in the Normal 
Schools. Every teacher graduated from the Normal 
school has cost the State over $1.800, and out of the 
large num ber of graduates there are only 300 teach­ 
er*. 
The Normal School has cost the* State over 
half a million dodars, and has not done over $500 
worth of good. 
There is a State University, and a 
Chair of Pedagogics can be established there, where 
teachers can go and study the art of teaching. The 
SU te Normal School is nothing more than a high 
school for San Jose. 
About half of the students 
are from the county of Santa Clara. 
Mr. H arris said people who read from published 
reports m ake errors. H was not a particular cham­ 
pion of San Jose, bu t he wished to correct some of 
the mistakes. 
It is true th at they do teach the 
lower branches, bu t the State does not pay any cf 
the expense of teaching these lower branches. They 
charge tuition until the students arc able to go into 
the Normal class proper. 'J his gives a uniformity 
of instruction all the way through. 
He knew how 
hard it is for graduates of high schools to ]ias# a 
meritorious exam ina-ion to enable them to enter 
the Normal School proper, 
bo far as the plan of 
teaching, this is not a proper tim e for the question 
to come up.

The Senate Committe one Agriculture considered 
Senate Bill No. 352, to esUblisb and provide fur a 
SU te Board of H orticulture and Furrestry, and will 
recommend th it it do not pass.

No. 305, to encourage the planting and growing of 
tim ber, which will be reported back w ithout recom­ 
mendation. 
The Senate Committee on Swamp Land# agreed to 
report back Senate Bill No. 323—m relation to the 
election of Trustees in reclamation districts—w ith­ 
out rccommendatio *. 
The Senate San Francisco delegation took final 
action upon the McClure San Francisco Charter bill, 
and the m ajority agreed to recommend th at the bill 
be indefinitely postponed. A m inority report will 
recommend th at tbe bill as amended be passed. 
The Assembly Committees on Agriculture and 
W ater Rights and Drainage held a m eeting at which 
there was a laigc attendance and great interest was 
manifested. 
The Chamberlain Assembly Bill No. 452 and the 
Carr Assembly Bill No. 450 were read and am end­ 
m ents suggested, after which Mr. Young offered a 
substitute for the three bills before the committee, 
which he believed covered the best features of all, 
and also included the several am endm ents which 
had been proposed and seemed to be accepted by 
the general expression of the committee. 
The substitute is a carefully drawn bill of 35 sec­ 
tions, covering the entire subject of debris and

of the Constitution referred to. 
A general discussion then followed in relation to 
all the bills before the committee, and continued 
until about a quarter to 11 o’clock, when Mr. S h e t ­ 
land movctPto take as a basis for consideration the 
substituto hill of Mr. Young, upon which motion 
the vote stood —ayes 7, noes 7.

THE TAXATION 


In the Sena'e yesterday a motion to re­ 
commit the revenue bill was defeated un­ 
der singular circumstances. 
The motion 
to recommit was ad vota ted ou the ground 
that it was desirable to change that provi­ 
sion of the bill which requires stock to be 
assessed to the separate holders. 
This pro­ 
vision had lieen inserted against the oppo­ 
sition of the self-styled “ friends of the 
“ people,” who demanded that the stock 
should bo taxed to the corporations. How 
greatly the efforts oi these zealous mem­ 
bers were calculated to advance the public 
interests nr y be gathered from the fact— 
■Ecogniz d and admitted by every lawyer 
—that toe attempt to assess the stock to 
the corporations would result iu the entire 
escape from taxation of all that description 
of property. 
Corporations as such do not 
and 
cannot 
hold stock, 
and 
cannot 
therefore 
bo 
assessed upou it. 
The 
deinau 1 of the friends of this measure 
consequently 
is that the stock 
shall 
be relieved from taxation altogether, and 
while insisting upou this provision they 
claim to bo serving the “ people.” 
Now 
while 
it 
may 
not 
matter much 
to 
their constituents what contradictions and 
inconsistencies 
tlio 
Legislature .perpe­ 
trates, it is necessary to point out that the 
Republican party will be held responsible 
for this legislation, and that while it is not 
accountable for the economic fallacies of 
the new Constitution, it is accountable for 
such a manifest evasion of the organic law 
as the proposed change in the scheme of 
taxation wouid amount to. 
The Constitu­ 
tion dedans that stock shall Vie taxed. 
That being the case it is plainly the duty 
of the Leaislatute to tax it in such a way 
that the tax can be collected, and the only 
way to effect this is to assess it to the 
separate holders. 
To assess it to the cor­ 
porations will mako the tax illegal and 
void, and those who vote for such a propo­ 
sition shall nut, at least, be aide to assert 
hereafter that they did so in misappre­ 
hension or ignorance of what it- involved. 


THE KEY? KC7EMENT IS SAN F SAN CIS CO. 


The statement of the San Francisco Citi­ 
zens’ Protective Union, which we pub­ 
lished yesterday, indicates that the pa­ 
tience of the intelligent and law-abiding 
class has at length been exhausted by the 
outrageous conduct of the Saudlotters, aud 
that any attempt at overt acts of violence 
will lead to swift and sweeping retribution. 
We do not think it has ever been doubt­ 
ful that the disorderly- element could be 
mastered if a collision occurred. 
The Citi- 
’ Protective Uuion undoubtedly pos 
sesses the ability to deal with any riot that 
may ,be attempted. 
Even were this not 
the case, it is evident that there is now 
ample force within reach to handle any 
mob. 
But it appears to us that the pres­ 
ent problem caunot be solved in this 
way. 
If the Sandlotters would come for­ 
ward and fignt, it would probably be 
easy enough to put them down, and 
a thorough thrashing would be certain 
to rt store peace and order for a long 
time to come. 
But it caunot be assumed 
that this line of action will be taken. The 
leaders of the Sandlotters evidently do 
not want to bring the quarrel to a head, 
and unfortunately they are just cunning 
enough to keep their followers on the verge 
of open sedition w ithout going any further. 
It is here that the real difficulty of the sit 
uation lies. 
The programme of the Kear- 
neyites is, incessant agitation, without 
overt acts of violence. 
They have discov­ 
ered in this policy a means of maintaining 
themselves in power which they have no 
disposition to relinquish. They have fouud 
that they can command the aid and co­ 
operation of all the demagogues who move 
in the filthy pool of politics.

based upon a crusade against capital; that

against an enemy who intends to confine 
himself strictly to talk, yet whose incen­ 
diary talk constitutes a positive injury to 
society ? The harm that has been already 
done to San Francisco has been effected en­ 
tirely in this way, be it remembered. 
It is 
the constant uncertainty and apprehension 
which sap confidence and paralyze business, 
and this uncertainty aud apprehension are 
not likely to be removed by a mere declara­ 
tion of .determination to meet force with 
force. 


The situation is a very difficult one, be­ 
yond a doubt. 
If the Kearneyites were 
r.ally sincere fanatics, who believed that 
they could somehow obtain reform by 
riotou9 demonstrations, the prospect of put­ 
ting them down once for all would be 
much better. But their leaders are slvewd 
demagogues who are using the movement 
a3 a political dodge, and who wish to ketp 
the conj|uuiiity iu a constant state of 
anxiety aud uneasiness, but do not con­ 
template actual violence. 
It is possible 
that some pressure might be brought to bear 
upon them now, but w e confess that this 
strikes us as a forlorn hope. 
They propose 
to just keep on the skirts of the law, and 
if they do it is not easy to see how 
they can lie dealt with. 
A Citizens’ 
Protective Union may be an admirable 
organization for suppressing an actual riot, 
but what can it do with such a state of 
things as now exists ? It would seem that 
the citizens are to wait until their oppo­ 
nents commit some overt act of lawless­ 
ness. 
But the Ciaudlotters are not likely 
to attempt anything of this kind while the 
citizens are prepared. 
They can afford to 
wait. 
It consists with their programme to 
wait. 
Yet all this time San Francisco 
will be taking more and more serious 
injury, and all tl.is time the lawless or­ 
ganization "and the lawless meuace and 
tendencies will remain as strong as ever. 
Is the Citizens’ Protective Union to bo a 
permaneut 
organization, 
and 
is 
San 
Francisco to bo hereafter divided into 
two armed camps, each watching the 
other! 
Clearly 
such 
a 
state 
of 
things would be intolerable, aud yet that 
is what the situation seems to shadow 
forth at this moment. 
The restoration of 
order aud peace in that community can 
only be secured by the adoption of a policy 
which will not only postpone trouble, but 
make it impossible. 
Kearneyism cannot 
be suppressed by merely holding it at sera’s 
length. 
Some day the arm will tire, if 
that is attempted, aud meantime there will 
be no recovery of confidence. 
The evil is iu 
fact one which needs elimination in the 
most thoroughgoing way, and to this con­ 
viction the people of San Francisco must 
bring themselves eventually, or they will be 
doomed to endure the curse indefinitely. 


7HC EDUCATION BILL. 


The Senate acted wisely in striking out 
Section 30 of ti.e new Education bill. 
That section provides that no person who 
ha3 any relations in the Board of Educa­ 
tion or Board of District Trustees shall be 
eligible for election as teacher iu that dis­ 
trict. 
This was to establish an arbitrary 
system of disqualification, based upon 
conditions wholly beyond the control of 
the candidate. 
It was, in fact, to create 
an invidious distinction on behalf of or­ 
phans and old maids, and it is impossible 
to say to w hat crimes such a clause might 
Dot have tempted amLitious young women 
who hapjienet to be overburdened with 
relations in office. 
We cannot say that 
we equally approve the motion to apply the 
text-book 
olause 
to 
the 
State 
Uni­ 
versity. 
W e 
are, 
in 
fact, 
strongly 
inclined 
to 
the 
opinion 
that 
mem­ 
bers had. better refrain from endeavors 
to improve the course of instruction iu 
that institution. 
Seriously shaking, vie 
think their titncfS for such a task is very 
much more than questionable, and as they 
do not understand the subject, so they 
will do w ell to let it alone. 
The amend­ 
ment proposed to Section 42, to add two 
laymen to the Boards of Examination, is 
likewise of doubtful utility. The probabil­ 
ity that persons competent to add anything 
to the efficiency of the Boards would be 
chosen, is too remote to be acted upon. 
The propot-ifion, in fact, is to dilute the 
Boards by a blmg to them an element of 
inefficiency. 
The refusal to recognize the 
Quincy plan in the new system is the 
worst blunder our legislators have made, 
however. 
W e should much like to know 
their ajology for that piece of fossilism. 


The Nevada Daily TranscrijX has en­ 
tered upon its fortieth volume. 
Its edi­ 
torial mention of the fact has this para 
graph : “ Its proprietors are fully satisfied 
over the results of their long continued 
efforts thus far, and look to the future 
with a confident fooling.” 
The Transcript 
is a reliable, newsy paper and welcome ex­ 
change. 


THE T.iEÜÍS OF C0UNIY OFFICERS. 


Senate Bill No. ,137 provides that “ all 
“ county and towus’uipoflicers,except Judges 
“ of the Superior Court and Supervisors, 
“ musj be elected at the general election 
“ held in November, eighteen hundred and 
“ eighty-two, aud every four years there- 
“ after, aud hold office for four years from 
“ the first Monday iu January next after 
“ their election.” 
The effect of this bill 
is to continue in office the present county 
and township officers, and thus to obviate 
the necessity of another election between 
now aud November, 18S2. 
The proposi­ 
tion strikes us as being in the line of sound 
public policy. 
Nothing is more injurious 
and demoralizing than too frequent elec­ 
tions. 
There is no possibility of ob­ 
jection 
in 
the. present case 
ou 
the 
score of aa unusually 
long term 
of 
office, 
for the term 
of the 
present 
officers, if extended to 1882, would only lie 
three years in all. 
As the case stands, the 
danger is that a new election will have to 
bo held before the present iacumlieuts have 
had time to learn their duties. 
The public 
service suffers greatly by such sudden 
changes, aud the intrigues and combinations 
which are encouraged by so constant a suc­ 
cession of elections keep the community in 
a perpetual ferment. 
When a reasonably 
good set of officers is once installed, it is 
for the general well-being that they should 
continue in office at least long enough to 
prove their capacity, aud there cau be no 
doubt that in many offices it would be 
to the general 
advantage 
if 
incum­ 
bency was 
during good 
behavior. 
Of 
course office-seekers and strong parti­ 
sans of 
whatever 
politics are likely 
to object to any proposition which lessens 
the chances of quick rotation in office ; but 
the people ought to know by th¡3 time 
that rotation in office is one of the great­ 
est hindrances to competent performance 
of public duties, and that the principle has 
d<*ne more to engender corruption ¿ id in­ 
efficiency than aDy other instrumentality. 
We can see no good in any multiplication 
of elections. 
They cost the people a great 
deal of money, and taxation is too high 
already. 
Aud they cost more than the 
mere cash outlay, for they prevent the 
development of efficiency in office. 
At 


the present time we therefore thi’jk the 
extension of the terms of the county and 
township officers now in office should be 
regarded as a sensible and wholesome 
p r o p o s i t i o n .

THE fiüBFTI i UTE DRAINAGE BILL. 


As will be seeu by reference to our 
local columns, a substitute for the drainage 
and relief bills was last night introduced 
by Mr. Young before the joint Committees 
of Water Eights and Drainage and Agri­ 
culture. 
We regard the general character 
of the new bill as encouraging, for it indi­ 
cates a tendency to unity of action among 
all those who are in'favor of securing some 
positive remedial legislation. 
It will be 
seen from our outline of the new bill’s 
main features, given elsewhere, that it 
presents a combination of many of the 
provisions of the Parks and Carr bills. 
It 
substitutes the commission proposed in the 
latter for that proposed in the former. 
It 
meets many of 
the objections 
urged 
against the Parks bill by timely provisions. 
It—and this is a specially important feat­ 
ure—secures to Sacramento the full con­ 
trol of licr own levees. 
It introduces some 
changes into the method of districting the 
State, thus obviating the constitutional 
doubts raised by the Attorney-General. 
It retains the mode of raising the necessary 
revenues proposed by the ParkR bill, and 
this point now appears to be the only one 
upon which the advocates of protective leg­ 
islation differ. 
So much progress having 
been made in the direction of adjustment 
and harmony, we are encouraged to hope 
that eventually all causes of dissension will 
be removed, aud that an effective and suffi­ 
ciently comprehensive bill will receive the 
support of all who realize the necessity cf 
prompt and euergetic measures.

The demand for three Normal 
Schools appears to us unreasonable and im­ 
practical. The necessity for more than one 
such institution cannot be demonstrated. 
It would be as rational to propose three 
State 
Universities, 
or three State Li­ 
braries, or three State Capitols. 
Those 
who 
desire 
to 
attend 
the 
Normal 
School can go wherever it is. 
Distance 
and the inconvenience 
of 
cut 
no 
figure 
in 
this 
One such’school would be sufficient were the 
population of the State five times what it 
is, and it would be highly imprudent to 
add a second institution of the same kind 
under any circumstances. 
As to the loca­ 
tion of the school, W’c think it should not 
be changed. 
No part of the State can 
offer greater advantages than San Jose, and 
we do not see why the fact that a fire has 
occurred there should alter or offset the 
inducements which originally led to the 
choice of that site. 
The wisest thing the 
Legislature can do is to make an appropri­ 
ation for rebuilding the school at San Jose. 
No other course has as good warrant as 
this.

THE SACRAMENTO RIVER OBSTRUCTIONS. 


It is highly gratifying to the people of 
this State to know that their representa­ 
tives iu Congress are taking such steps as 
will be likely to result in the accomplish­ 
ment of something reasonable iu the direc­ 
tion of protecting our rivers and harbors 
against the fatal accumulation of debris. 
The danger of delay, which has appeared 
very threatening, was the tiling to be 
guarded against, and that is now likely to 
be obviated. 
The official letter of so able 
and reliable an officer as General Mendell, 
lately forwarded to Washington, asking 
for the immediate use of $200,000 in this 
work, ought to have great weight with Con­ 
gress, and ought to afford our Congressmen 
sufficient leverage to accomplish something 
tangible in the right direction. The timely 
action of our State Legislature, likewise, 
in making a demand upon Congress for 
speedy action, will have its influence. The 
dilatory plea that further infoanation was 
needed before anything could be done, is 
one that can be made from year to year, 
and should not be listened to. The matter 
has been sufficiently investigated, both by 
the State and national authorities, to war­ 
rant au appropriation at the earliest pos­ 
sible moment, aDd our Congressmen and 
Senators, no doubt, will insist upon it. 
The demand for further surveys might be 
well enough under ordinary circumstances 
surrounding questions of harbor and river 
improvement in other parts of the Union, 
but our case is entirely exceptional. 
Here 
the mining debris question comes in and 
is a controlling clement. 
The State un­ 
questionably did well in sending its skilful 
engineers iuto the field to report upon the 
subject, and shs should now see to it that 
the information thus obtained is laid before 
every member of either House of Congress. 
Once in possession of the facts of the ca^e, 
it will be difficult for Congress to refuse 
the requisite appropriation to begin and 
prosecute the work. 
The amount em­ 
bodied annually in the River and Harbor 
bill is very large, and covers a great variety 
of subjects, but not one in the whole list 
is equal in merit to this demand for pre­ 
serving the Saciameuto riverfront destruc­ 
tion as a navigable stream ; one outlet of 
which, and the principal one at tffiit, name­ 
ly, Steamboat Slough, being already closed ; 
another, to wit, Old River, is rajiidly be­ 
coming so, and the remaining one, the 
Georgiana, being unnavigable by reason of 
snags and other obstructions. 
If a case is 
not presented for action on the part of the 
General Government, it will be difficult to 
imagine a case.—[S. F. Bulletin, March 9th.

The'San Frnnt ls o Situation at Wash­ 
ington.

W ashington, M arch 9th.—There has been 
no change to-day in the attitude of the W ath- 
incton authorities concerning the situation of 
affairs at San Francisco. 
I t remains simply 
one of watchfulness and of preparation to 
respond to a call of the Governor for as­ 
sistance to preserve the peace, in case he re­ 
ports th at the State foroes are inadequate for 
that purpose. 
The efforts assiduously made 
by ceitaiu partie.. to convince the A dm inistra­ 
tion that the Board of H ealth’s condemnation 
of Chinamen is merely a pretext for a forcible 
expulsion of the Chinese from the city, and 
th at therefore the Federal Government, iu 
view of the guarantees of the Bat litígame 
Treaty, ought to interfere to prevent its exe­ 
cution, have failed to produce the desired re­ 
sult, and there is no reason to believe that 
the personal representations of the delegation 
from these Chinese Six Companies, who arc 
rumored to be on their way to W ashington, 
will be any more effectual. On the contrary, 
there is good reason to believe th at the Six 
Companies are by 
no 
means 
ill 
favor 
heie, 
even 
with 
the Chinese Legation. 
I t 
is felt 
th a t these Six Companies, 
with their immense revenues derived from 
the mass of their countrymen in California, 
m ight themselves long ago have averted tile 
Board of H ealth’s order by devoting some of 
their money to the sanitary im provem ent of 
Chinatown, and as an illustration of their 
culd-biooded parsimony, it is known in W ash­ 
ington th at the Chinese not long ago were 
informed that the Six Companies positively 
refused t<* contribute a few hundred dollars, 
out of their revenue of perhaps one million a 
year, to defend a Chinaman ou trial for his 
life, and th at the requisite am ount was sent 
to California from W ashington by members 
of the Chinese L-gation as au act of charity 
and hum anity.

legislative departm ents 111 ail m atters, thu- 
destroying every vestige of State sovereignty 
—a most alarming doctrine to ail who value 
the bie-sings of liberty, for the security for 
which the U nited States Constitution itself 
was established and oi.lained. 
The resolu­ 
tions urge V irginia’s Senators aud Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to procure tlie repeal 
of i. -l laws of Congress which t end to the ex- 
eicise of powers not delegated to the U nited 
States by the Constitution r,or prohibited to 
States, especially of th at A ct under which 
the decision mentioned was rendered. 
I t is 
improbable th at the foregoing act of the 
Senate will be concurred in by the House.

The arts of the agitators, which rep ­ 
resented th a t England, instead of being a generous 
and sym pathizing friend, was ind.fferc-nt to the dan­ 
ger and sufferings of Ireland, have been defeated by 
measures at onto liberal and prudent, w hich Parlia­ 
ment almost unanimously sanctioned. During the six 
years of the preecnt adm inistration the improve­ 
m ent of Ireland and the content of our fellow-coun­ 
trym en cf th at island have much occupied the carc 
of the M inistry, and th-.y may rem em ber with sat­ 
isfaction th at in this period they have s lved one cf 
the m ost ditlicult problems connected with its gov­ 
ernm ent and people, by establishing a system of pub­ 
lic edn at ion, open to all classes and all creeds. Never­ 
theless a danger iu its ultim ate results, scarcely less 
dangerou, than pe- iience a d famine, and which 
now engages your Excelie’ncy’s anxious attention,

Im o of liberty and law ; and yet there are some who 
challenge the expediency of the 
imperial char- 
actcr of this realm. 
Having attem pted and failed 
to rnfeeb e the colonies hy their policy of decompo­ 
sition. they may perhaps now recognize th e disinte­ 
gration of the l ulled Kingdom, a mode which will 
not only accomplish but precipitate their purpose. 
The immediate dissolution of Parliam ent wdl afford 
an opportunity to tlie nation to decide upon a course 
which vcill immediately influence its future fortunes 
and shape its destiuy. 
Rarely in this country has 
there been an occasion m ore critical.

There were no 
disturbances a t the pulls, and g^id order pre­ 
v ailed throughout the city. 
There were two 
tickets in the field, the Republican present­ 
ing the names of Jerom e C. Davis for Trus­ 
tee, Oliver C. Jackson fur Chief of Police, W. 
A . Anderson for C ity Attorue}’, and William 
R . Jones for Fire Commissioner. A fusion 
ticket Opposed 'hese nominations, and was 
m ade up of two Democratic and two W ork­ 
ingm en’s party nominees. 
The nominees 
were Will. Minia for Tru-Ue, M att. Karcher 
for Chief of Police, W. 1> G. Keller for A t­ 
torney ami C iiri.. Wt iael f *r Fire Commis­ 
sioner. 
The contest at the poll» on the part 
of the W orkiogm eü’H party early ceutered 
upon the candi,¡ates for Chief of Police, ih e 
fight was to persist nt, and the scratching of 
their own ticm-t i s to ( 'h*ef of Police in fa n r 
of K archer by Itepublicans bo great, th..t 
K archer, of the fusion ticket, was elected. 
A ll the other cum ulates on the 11 publican 
ticket were elec.ed. A t the counting out of 
the votes the .Republicans openly claimed 
th a t K archcr's election was due to their vot­ 
ing for him, and his party supporters very 
feebly, and often not a t all, took issue with 
them 
ou 
the 
claim. 
The W orkingmen 
were 
anxious 
to 
trade 
liberally 
in 
favor of Karcber, sacrificing their copart­ 
ners, the Democrats, with perfect reckless­ 
ness, ami combining nearly all their energies 
upon the candidate named. 
The best vote of 
the ]Funionists, their strength being manifest 
in the ballots cast for Keller, shows 1,770 
votes, K eder having long l>eeu a Democrat, 
and latterly having affiliated more or leas 
w ith the W orkingmen’» party, while Minis 
and Weisel were Democrats who hail not in 
any way taken p art w ith the W orkingmen.

FURTHER TESTIMONY IN THE LAMBLETT 
MURDER CASE. 


In the Superior Court the exam ination of 
witnesses in the case of the People vs. F ran ­ 
cois Ram blett was resumed at 10 o’elock yes­ 
terday. 
W m. H . Fulcher testified th at he w eht to 
the house alxmt half-past one o’clock on the 
morning of the lG ih ; defendant was in bed 
at the tim e ; searched for the knife aud 
looked in bureau draw er ; defendant said he 
had no knife, and finally said he had one in 
his pants p o c k et; witness then found i t ; it 
was a sm all dirk ; witness saw specks on the 
knife, but couldn’t say w hat made them ; 
also examined the pant», and found five spots 
of blood ou th e m ; when I took the knife 
from the pant», heard defendant draw a heavy 
b reath ; could Dot see hisfi.ee plainly; de­ 
fendant said at th at time th at he got the knife 
from one Brown ; there were present at th at 
time W arren Ruscomb, Tom Rong and m y­ 
self ; a hole was found in the lattice-work in 
the rear of the house the day after the m ur­ 
der ; on further exploration of the premises 
witness found iu the woodshed some blood­ 
stained clothe», consisting of a lady’s chemise 
and some underclothing ; found blood on the 
walls of the dining room anil on the door 
leading therefrom to the kitchen ; there were 
aleo blood sb-ius on the floor and on the win­ 
dow of the dining-rootd. 
- 
W itness was iiere cross-examined by Mr. 
A P. Catlin, for the defense. 
He testified 
ta a t he kept the knife for some time and then 
gave it to Constable K im ball; also gave him 
the bloody garments found ; the latter were 
brought to Josh Sm ith’s store and shown to 
visitors; Tom L ug also took them down 
street at one tim e and showed them. 


MBS. Cl'RBLEK 
Testified to having visited the house of de­ 
fendant, after the m urder; went there to 
watch over the remains of Mrs. Ram blett 
and to nurse defendant, who was confined to 
his bed. 
W itness stated th at during the 
ntglit defendant related his story of the m ur­ 
der, saying th at himself and wife 
tvere 
stubbed at the same time, with the Bame 
knife ; th at he saw no one and felt no one 
until he tried to get through the window, 
when he was caught by the leg; he asked 
witness what she thought the officers wanted 
with hi» knife ; he said he regretted th at he 
had not that night placed his knife under his 
piilow ; that he seidom carried it, but on that 
day he had put it iu his p ocket; he said he 
was afraid there m ight be spots on it, as he 
had not been careful to clean i t ; lie also said 
he was afraid th a t blood m ight have spat­ 
tered ou his p an ts; duriug the night he 
talked to himself, and a t one time broke 
out with the exclamation, “ Oh, m y God, I 
did do 
it!" 
H e frequently- said, “ M y 
poor, 
m urdered 
w ife!” 
H e 
then 
fell 
asleep, and on awakening a»ked me to come 
nearer to him, and th at he would tell mo the 
whole tru th ; 
he then Baid th at he was 
awakened by a sensation as of some one try- 
iug to out hi» th ro a t; th at his wife seemed 
to be sutf eating; th at he saw no one aud 
felt no one, but jum ped up and made for the 
w indow ; he asked witness if his wife had 
many knife-wounds on her ; witness said she 
had, and th at tw o persons m ust have done 
the w o rk ; he insia-ed, however, that such 
was not the case; th at the wounds were in­ 
flicted by the hand of one person, and with 
one and the aaine k n ife; some time afterw ard 
his relatives visited him, and after they bad 
gone he asked witne-s why-she supposed they 
su pected him of the m urder; later he com­ 
plained of the expense of his wife’s coffin, 
aud -aid th at a cheaper oue would have done 
as w ell; defendant said M r. Bugbey was his 
friend and would do alm ost anything in his 
behalf; th at he was sm arter than the law­ 
yer», and knew- a d 
d sight more than 
most of them . 
A. v a n d e m a r k 
Testified : 
On the i ight of the m urder I 
went to defendant’» house aud defendant in­ 
vited me in. 
I saw deceased lying upon the 
diuiug-room 11 ii r near the lounge; there 
were others in the room ; saw b'ood on the 
floor arid ou the w a ll; saw wounds on the de­ 
cea ed ; she was not dead, but gasping. 
De­ 
fendant suggested th at dtceased be raised 
from the floor and pin ed upon the bed. 
I 
said not to to it, ai.d 1 then examined the 
bed and found no blood on it. 
Defendant 
afterw ard laid upon the bed while his wounds 
were being dres-ed. 
W itness testified as to 
statem ents made to him by- defendant. 
J. MILLER 
Testified : 
W ent to defendant's house w ith 
M r. V andem ark ; saw the body of the de­ 
ceased in the dining room ou the floor ; helped 
to wa.-U blind from her by means of some 
w ater which 1 found iu a little bath tub iu 
the same room ; don’t know if it was clean or 
unclean water ; found a rag in tha tub. 
GEORGE C. CUSTER 
W as th-ruext witness sworn, and testified : I 
live next house to d efen d an t; on the night 
of the murder, jo t before oue o’clock. I was 
awakened by bearing the iron h 'o k (which 
fastens defendant’s bank gate) f a ll; just be­ 
fore th at all was s till; 1 went on to the back 
porch and -aw defo liant running from hi» 
back gate past my (.lace and on the s tre e t; I 
went to the front of the bouse to intercept 
him, to inquire the cau-e of trouble, but he 
ran too fast and 1 could not stop him ; he 
continued to holloa something like “ Me- 
hasch,” until his voice was no longer audible ; 
my wife and I had a Conversation about the 
m atter an t went to our fence and looked iu 
the direction of defendant’s house, and list­ 
ened for soui.ds ; all was dark, and we saw 
thing and heard no sound ; there was a 
bright light burning- in my house, which 
uid easily be seen by a person running 
the 
same 
way 
defendant 
ran ; 
a 
short d istance away, aud in 
the course 
defendant was running there was another 
house in which a light was bu rn in g ; while 
uiy wife and I u eie listening for sounds to 
issue from defendant’s house, defendant’s 
three dogs rushed suddenly to the back of de­ 
fendant’s yard, and savagely barked at us ; 
did not hear the dogs bark before: soon after 
some persons came to defendant's house with 
lanterns. 
MRS. l . h o w _ 
Testified : 
A bout noon on Saturday follow­ 
ing the m urder I visited defendant’s lrou»e; 
defendant said he and his wife were sleeping; 
she jum ped up ami cried “ m urder” three 
tim es; he 
thought 
he 
was struck, and 
jum ped up and cried “ M urder ! m urder! mur­ 
der 
lie ran into the next room—the din­ 
ing room ; deceased followed him iu, crying 
lUrder” three times ; th at deceased would 
raise up her arms, and that's the way she got 
c u t; th at he then jum ped from the window-, 
and when ou the outside he heard her groans 
growing »maker and weaker, and then he 
knew she was dying. 
On going into the 
room I asked defendant how he felt ; he *anl 
he felt budly ; ho thought be should die. and 
did not caie to live; th a t the woman with 
w hom be bad lived for thirty years was dead. 
Am editress of the Folsom Telegraph, and 
published in th a t paper m y belief that de­ 
fendant m urdeitd the deceased. 


MRS. EVA 11. JOi.LY 
Testified : 
J u s t after the m urder visited de­ 
fendant’s house; looked at the rooms in the 
house ; saw blood in defendant’s bedroom on 
the door-casing; saw blood on the front side 
of the bed where defendant was lyiDg on i t ; 
the dining-room floor had blood; on the floor, 
on the window, and on the door leailine from 
tlm t room to the kitchen, and on the foot of 
the lounge a bloody h and-print; also blood 
on tne chairs; 
defendant said he did not 
know ¡anything s h u t the m urder; saw no 
one and heard nothing ; he sai l to clear the 
room and he would tell something about the 
murder to Mr. Bug! ey; the r. o;a w i, cleaied, 
do r* shut, and defendant and Mr. Bugbey 
held a private consultation ; saw blood on 
defendant's feet and scratches on his shins ; 
saw rosebushes ju st outside of the w in­ 
dow ; defendant said he 
did not scratch 
his ehi a on 
the rosebushes; exnmined 
the wounds on the luxiy of the deceased ; 
defendant 
said 
no 
wonder 
she 
was 
wounded so much, she kept lighting so and 
throwing up hi r arms ; know of no quarrels 
between defendant and deceased ; km-w them 
for 18 y ears; defendant said he would like to 
die ; lie didn’t w ant to live any longer ; saw 
cuts iu the left sleeve, but none iu the right 
sleeve of the gown of deceased ; first got to 
defendant'-; between 1 and 2 o'clock Saturday 
morning, ju -t tf • r the murder, and the body 
was lying on the lounge. 
A n u m h tro f blood-stained garm ents w ire 
exhibited in Court, and were adm itted to be 
the same wuro by the deceased and defend­ 
ant the night of the ninrder. 


MRS. LIZZIE JAMES 
Sworn : I reside in Folsom ; have known M r. 
and Airs. Ram blett, aud frequented their 
house; was at her house abou : 11:30 the night 
of her death ; I saw a hole in the lattice 
work ; I saw the hole there two weeks previ 
cu»lv; a dog broi c the hole there ; it was a 
email dog ; their large dog was a very savage 
one; I never saw Mr. and Mrs. Ram blett in 
any serious q u arrel; they sometimes passed 
words at each other, generally using French 
words so th at I could not understand them 
the little poodle dog made *he hole by jum p­ 
ing through after a piece of meat. 
MRS. ANN CCSTEB 
Sworn : 
I reside in Folsom, and lived next 
door to M r. and Mrs. R am b lett; 1 was up in 
m y dining rootn, as I was sick ; I heard the 
gate open : I looked out, as some one ran by 
cry in g ; my husband got up and ran to the 
front door to ask Lam blett w hat was the 
m atter; I often saw Ram blett drunk, and 
had promised to go t*. help Airs. Ram blett 
when sue called me, if I lost rnv life in the 
a c t ; I went to the gate a:ul heard nothing 
hut the dogs, so I went back ; I oftentimes 
hear*! him and his wit'e quarreling w ith each 
o th er; a light was burning in uiy room : I 
saw co light in Ram blett’s house ; L am ldett’s 
large dog was very fierce and was very aoL-y 
a t n ie h t; the lioht was turned down in iny 
room, b ut not very low. 


ESTHER HTSMAN 
S w orn: 
I live in Folsom, and before the 
death of Airs. R am blett lived a t her house 
about two years, but left six months before 
her death ; they used to quarrel when he was 
drunk ; I have seen him strike at her with 
chairs twice ; he would call her very bad 
nam es; he was very jealous of h e r ; he 
thought she did wrong about some other men ; 
when M r. R am blett was sober he was a very 
kind man ; it was two years ago I saw him 
strik ea th er; shew asagood woman and a good 
wife, and I never knew any man to pay her 
improper attention. 
WARREN LUSC011B, 
Sworn : I live a t Folsom ; was a t Ram blett’s 
house the next day after the murder ; defend­ 
ant was in his bed ; he told me he was very 
sore from his w ounds; he told me th at the 
night before fie woke up and his wife was 
cryiDg *■ M -rd e r!” he received a blow and 
was grabbed by the th ro a t; he asked the as­ 
sassin if money was wanted, bu t was told no; 
he then struggled through the window a t the 
foot of the bed, the assassin trying to hold 
him back by the fo o t; while I was there his 
watch fell from under his pillow, showing he 
had not been robbed. 


MRS. HENRT METTE, 
Sworn : I live in E l Dorado co u n ty ; Mrs. 
Ram blett was my mother, and Frank Alette 
is m y son ; I was at my m other’s house the. 
day after the m urder; I never missed any 
articles from the house; I never saw father 
strike mother, nor threaten her; I never saw 
him w ith a dirk-knife. 


CHARLES T. JONES 
Sw orn: I went to Folsom the M onday after 
the m urder; went to R am blett's house; he 
was in lied and much excited; he had co 
wound on his neck ; I went there for the p u r­ 
pose of investigating, and he made a state­ 
ment to me and a short Land reporter ; th at 
night I w ent to his house ; -went in his room 
alone to try if 1 could m ake any effect noon 
him by charging him with the m urder ; I told 
him it was plain th a t fie killed his wife, and 
would be arrested aud hung for i t ; I watched 
him closely ; he was agita; ed, but not in suah 
a degree as* to m ake me th ick him guilty 
then. 
W. W. SHELDON, 
Juslflce of the Jeace at Folsom, testified: 
I 
was iu Folsom the night of the m urder; was 
on the street across from the barber shop, 
*and saw L am blett in there about 10 o’clock ; 
saw him at- his house th at night after the 
m urder ; I again went to his house Tuesday 
morning with the physician, nnd found Ram ­ 
blett had cut his th ro at; I said to him : 
“ Frank, you have but a few minutes to live, 
and ought to confess your 
crim e;” 
iie 
answ ered: “ No, no, I did not kill my wife.” 
The Court took a recess until this morning, 
when several other witnesses will be called 
upionto testify. 
I t is likely th at both to-day 
aud to-morrow will be occupied in the trial. 


SUBSTITUTE FOB THE DRAINAGE BILLS. 


Assemblyman Young, of Sacramento, at 
the m eeting of the Joint Committees of 
W ater B ights and Drainage and Agricul­ 
ture last night, offered a bill in substitution 
for all the bills now before the committee on 
this subject. 
M r. Young’s bill embodies 
some features found in all the bills, but 
eliminates m any of 
the objections raised 
chiefly by citizens 
of 
Sacramento. 
Its 
changes from the Parks bill are as follow s: 
I t takes away the Commission and follows 
the general plan of the C arr bill as to the 
appointm ent of a Board of Directors. 
I t provides for fewer officers, and reduces 
pro(*osed salaries. 
U nder it no works already constructed can 
be purchased. 
'Ihe levees or reclamation works of any 
city, town or reclamation district are to re­ 
main under the exclusiva control of such 
cities, towns or districts, unless otherwise 
agreed upon by the authorities of the same. 
N o Oil neseare to be employed. 
I t 11:i its taxation to 1 per cent, of the as­ 
sessable value of the property iu the district 
in one year, and lim its the entire amount to 
he raised to 4ó per cent, of such value, distri­ 
buting the assessment of this amount over a 
period of tw enty years. 
I t meets the constitutional objections raised 
by the Attorney-Goneral, by requiring the 
State to be divided into several districts. 
I t provides th at all existing laws concern­ 
ing reclam ation shall remain in force. 
I t differs from the Carr bill chiefly in the 
method proposed of raising revenue for the 
contemplated werk.

o f th e M o v e m en t. 


THE SANDLOT IN A ST.iTE OF AGITATION.

S a n F ra n c is c o , M arch 9th.—The publi­ 
cation in the morning papers i f the mani­ 
festo uf the Vigilance Committee ami the 
subsequent movement has stin ed up a fever 
of excitem ent in the city, ami also set tongues 
wagging over the new phase th at the agita­ 
tion has assumed. 
I t has been understood 
for some days th at such an organization wi s 
in progress, but the information in regard to 
it lias been of the vaguest character. 
The 
papers containing the manifesto were eagerly 
sought after, anil the document itself has 
been exhaustively discusied during the day. 
Books containing the pledge of the committee 
were extensively circulated, aud received 
thousands of signatures. 
Very few business 
men who were approached refused to put 
down their name?, and many who have been 
looked upon as sym pathizers with the Kear- 
neyites signed, 
in the latter case no partic­ 
ular signification can be attached to their 
course, as there is nothing in the letter of the 
pledge which any citizen m ight not cheerfully 
indorse, and they doubtless put down their 
names to disarm suspicion. 


THE ADVISABILITY GF THE MOVEMENT 
Is variously estimated. 
Some think there is 
no necessity for it. 
Others are in favor of it, 
if energetic action is intended ; but say that 
if nothing resulta but vag'ue threats, harm 
will be done instead of good. 
By far the 
larger part of those who affixed their names 
to the (fledge did so with the tacit under­ 
standing th at business is meant, and th at the 
sauil-lot agitators are to he summarily wiped 
out. 
Among the W orkingmen the publica­ 
tion of the manifesto has occasioned great 
excitement aud indignation 
They profess to 
see in it a n 'attem pt to crush their movement 
by violence, and wiiile evidently a good deal 
cowed, are vociferous in their determination 
to fight it out to the Ritter end. 


THE UNEMPLOYED. 
A t at meeting of the unemployed on the 
sand lot to-day there was much suppressed 
discussion of the subject, and all agreed th at 
it was a high-handed invasion of the rights of 
peaceful citizens, and m ust be m et with such 
a display of force as to deter the committee 
from any attem pt to interfere with th tir 
leaders or suppress their demonstrations.

The idea of hoi ling up 
prominent citizens as being ideiitifie I with 
the movement, and requiring them to come 
nut publicly and disprove their connection 
w ith it under pain of sums indefinite punish­ 
ment, was elaborated, and m et with the vo- 
■ feruus approval of the audience.

EXTRAVAGANT EXPRESSIONS OF DELIGHT 
W hen the speaker indulged in some more 
than usually savage and viudictive language. 
N otw ithstanding all this brave talk, there 
are indications th at the W orkingmen are 
preparing to subside until the storm blows 
over. 
Should they do so, the present crisis 
will pass off w ithout s(*ecial difficulty ; but 
if they m aintain a defiant attitude, it is hard 
to see how a conflict can be avoided. 
If half 
th at is expected of the V igilantes is at­ 
tem pted. somebody will be h u rt unless the 
sand lot surrenders. 
Oil the other hand, if 
all this talk of organization is followed by 
no practical movements towards putting an 
end to the agitation th at ban convulsed the 
city for so long, it is (flam th at the Keam ey- 
ites wiil have gained an im portant moral ad­ 
vantage, aud made a long stride toward com­ 
pleting their capture of the city. 
In view of 
the great interests at stake, the events of the 
next few days are anxiously awaited.

ACCOUNT OF AN INMATE OF THE H OTEI. 
The following is an account furnished by cn 
inmate of the Grand Central : 
1 room ou toe second floor, and last night 
went to bell early. 
1 heard an alarm of tire 
and got up—as 1 always do when 1 hear an 
alaim of file—and looked at my watch, after 
lighting the gas and looking out of the win­ 
dow. 
j'h e first alarm was about 1, or a little 
after. 
The first summons of our threatened 
destruction was a violent ringing of the 
alarm, or servant’s bell, in the hall. 
I t was 
jerked iu a way th at m eant something, 
although uo voice or ejaculation of any kind 
accompanied the metallic sounds. 
I got up, 
looked out of the window, looked a t my 
watch—it was ten miuuteb to 2 iu the morn­ 
ing—and v.as about to extinguish the gas­ 
light and return to my bed, when footsteps 
and conversation arrested my attention. 
I 
therefore went to the dour and looked out, 
anil saw half-dressed meu and women, seem- 
inglv in an agitated state. 
Simultaneously I 
heard some one say, “ The cupola is i*u tile 
—we shall not save a thing !” 
I believed 
then th at our hotel was on lire, and I dressed 
myself at once, and went uut iuto the hall 
and ascertained positively th at our hotel was 
on tire. 
I returned and got my trunk and 
touk it down into the street, and placed it in 
the hotel near the vacant corner of '1 ivelfth 
and H arrison .-Ireits. 
Knowing th at Dick 
Siutou and his family had quarters near my 
own, I letur ed, with the oiijict of giving 
to 
them 
what 
assistance I could. 
The 
fire bells were now ringing, and tire ap ­ 
paratus were arriving. 
When I got to tfie 
first floor, I saw th at great excitement pre­ 
vailed—that is, there was much rushing to 
and fro of meu and women, some lu!ly and 
some partially dressed. 
1 saw, also, th at the 
tire was making great headw ay in the center 
of the hotel and apparently up into the 
tower. 
I t was about half-past 2, and the fire 
departm ent were disposed in Working order, 
t here was little or uo smoke iu the ini;in hall, 
and the boarders Were hurrying to auil lro, 
up stairs aud down, and iu all directions. 
I t was tfie most quiet sight of the kind 1 
ever saw. 
N o ta word was spoken, hardly, 
and ' uo unpleasant commotion seemed to 
exist. 
Men and women were packing down 
trunks, picture», sewing machine», and even 
pianos. 
I then went upstairs to the second 
floor, and upon reaching M r. $int**u’s apart­ 
ment», found th at Mr. and M rs. Sintou aud 
their son aud daughter were up auti dres»ed, 
and getting their things in readiness to pack 
down stairs. 
I also saw Judge Camp­ 
bell and Mrs. 
Campbell,

and 
others 
whom

knew either per­ 
sonally or by sight, taking down stairs 
with them w nat they could pack the most 
readily of a valuable charactei. 
I assisted 
the Siiiitoiis down stair-, with their thing», all 
of which they saved ex ept a piano, but in­ 
cluding a sewing machine, several tiunk-*, 
etc. 
i t was now getting along after 3 
o’clock, and a vast fl tine had enveloped the 
central toWcr. The wind was blowing a» 1 
have never seen it liefore blow m Oakland, as 
the many treis uprooled ami Rnce» capsized 
will atte-t. 
The Fire D epartm ent was tioing 
its best to cin ek tfie flames, but th eattem p tto

was one vast sheet

portion of the building. 
Now the

tower fell with a great crash ; 
ifie pri’jecti g ornaments and cornices teil 
burning from the front of the building iuto 
th - street, aud grandly but s l w ly the whole 
eJifice became enveloped iu Ha es. 
For 
many s guares each and ev u y w. y the city 
was lighted »» never bef >re by any artificial 
illumination. 
Ou all sides people could I e 
seen removing their goods from houses to 
places in the streets, and to vacaut lot» 
and from one place to another. 
A t ti i 
juncture the horses and 
carriages 
wer- 
taken from the D tx ter and Grand Cent rni 
stables. 
The Episcopal Church caught fire 
in two places ; the theatre, pavilion and the 
W ebster H- use, and all the buildings sur­ 
rounding 
the 
burning 
structure, 
were 
threatened 
with 
destruction. 
H un­ 
dreds 
uf 
people were rusiiing 
to aud 
fro with articles of furniture, and other hun­ 
dreds were assisting the firemen in many 
ways. 
A bout 4 o’clock the flames reached 
the W ebster House, a hotel adjoining the 
Grand Central on Webs-ter street, and despite 
the heroic efforts of the firemen, the structure 
soon succumbed to the ilevouriug fl tines. 
A t 
one time it looked as if the whole neighbor­ 
hood of houses for many squares to the south 
and east would be destroyed. Had the Grand 
Central been made of pine, instesd ot red­ 
wood, it would have burned in one quarter of 
the time taken in its de tructimi, and uotfi- 
ing would have saved th at part of Oakland. 
As far as I can hear no oi»b has lieen hurt, 
and the boarders at the imtef saved nearly all 
of their good», except their pianos.

heroism and endurance.

P a r is, F e b ru a ry 9, 1880. 
Adelina P atti arrived some days ago in 
Paris, aud is settled in a small, genteel 
hotel, situated in a central but quiet part 
of the city. 
She is rehearsing in company 
with NicoliniindiQerent operas, preparatory 
to making her reappearance before a Pa­ 
risian public. 
N ot since a long time before 
the war hat she sung at Paris in opera,

running moat serious risks of spending sev­ 
eral years in a French prison. 
An abom­

B ut the most serious accident 
which occurred, and one which Parisians 
will remember for a long time to come, 
took place on the railroad from Paris to 
Asniers and Colombes, which places cor­ 
respond to Oakland and Brooklyn, as being 
occupied by business men after the hours of 
labor spent in a large city. 
The train is 
therefore most crowded between the hours 
of five and six in the evening, just at the 
moment when the accident occurred. ■ The 
train was a little behind time, and, owing 
to the fog, was run into by an express fol­ 
lowing in the same direction. 
Some of 
the richest and most influential citizens of 
Paris were KiDQsg the victims, and the ex­ 
citem ent which followed the knowlege of 
the accident was very great. Twenty were 
killed and sixty wounded, and for the last 
three daystbestrcctsof Paris have been filled 
w ith funerals. A portion of tne land situated
